“Holy comicdom Bat-guy, do 
you think the world ts rae 
enter the high rolling won 
comic books?” 

The comic book is‘a series of 
cartoons or art panels collected in 
a book, to form a story. 

“A collector or panelologist, 
one who collects panels...comes in 
“many forms,” says Bruce Thom- 
son, co-owner of Hobbit’s — a 
combination games, new and used 
comics, science fiction books, and 
video store in downtown Edmon- 
ton. Thomson is in charge of the 
comics and magazines, and is 
himself a collector. 

“Myself, an art collector, it’s 
an investment;” he says, “a true 
fan is one who picks up anything 
doing with a comic. One who 
sticks through it thick and thin.” 


On the weekend of October # 
3rd, 1981, there was an annual ; 


comic book convention, called 
Wizard Con. On the sales floor 
approximately 200 people spent 
$10,000 in two days. 
Thomson describes 
history of the comic book. 
“There are three accepted 


the 


ages of comic books.” 
Golden Age” falls into 1939-46.” 

“In the ’40s and ’50s there 
were an incredible number of 
comic companies,” Thomson ex- 
plains. 

This era was to end in con- 
troversy. 

“A number were put down by 
the Comics Code Authority,” he 
says. 

The Comics Code was in- 

stituted to control the content of 
comic books in the second era, the 
Silver Age (D.C. Age) from 1951- 
59. 
“It (Comic Code) destroyed E.C. 
(Entertainment Comics formerly 
Education Comics),” says Thom- 
son. MAD Magazine is its only 
remaining title today. 

“E.C. was a bit on the gory 
side and liked to show scantily clad 
women,” he adds. One of the titles 
of that time was Weird Science. 

Comics demise in this era 
began with Dr. Frederick 
Werthem’s book The Seduction of 
the Innocent (1953) which show- 
ed that comic books led to

homosexuality, juvenile delin- 
quency, rape and other crimes. 
This led to massive public book 
burnings. 

“They (the government) 
picked E.C. as a scapegoat, 
explains Thomson. “They (E.C.) 
were not allowed to publish a 
story in which the hero was a black 
man. They published anyways.’ 

“These events were perfectly 
timed for the Big Red Scare,” he 
adds. “William Gains (publisher 
of E.C. at that time) appeared 
before the senate committee. 

Only two companies manag- 
ed to survive this era and even- 
tually prosper. They are D.C. and 
Marvel. 

“The were just the bigger 
companies. They had the stronger 
characters. D.C. had Superman 
and Batman’, Thomson Sey

Marvel really had nothing at 
that time. It was composed of two 
companies, Timely and Atlas. 
They had Captain America and 
the Sab Mariner then.” 

“They sort of hung on and 
survived.” 

Many of the companies were 
bought up by Marvel and D.C.. 

The Second Golden Age also 
became known as The Golden Age 
of Marvel Superheroes (now a 
part of their slogan). 

“In 1962, Stan Lee came up

Four, the Avengers, the Incredible 
Hulk, Spiderman, and others,” 
Thomson says. These characters 
gave Marvel the boost to compete 
directly and became predominent 
over D.C., who had dominated the 
field. 

“Some people haven't believ- 
ed it (Marvel Age) has ended but I 
consider it ended a long time ago.” 

“They (Marvel) use to 
publish 15 to 16 titles. 12 were 


good. Now they publish 20 to 30 


and two may be good.” 

“I know for a fact when I 
started to collect comics (1969) 
the qualty of comics were ex- 


cellent.” Thomson attributes a 
part of this success to artists like 
Neal Adams and Collin Smith. 

“Today I find the storylines 
awfully juvenile.” 

Thomson points 
phenomenon of comics. 

“Any media has to reflect its 
civilization.” 

“You can trace trends in 
civilization by reading comics.” 
You can see changing attitudes, 
morality, clothing - it’s all there. 
From a historical point of view, 
they are quite incredible really.” 

“An example in comics, we 
have witnessed the creation of a 
character called Disco Dazzler, 
and if that’ isn’t a reflection of our 
civilization then I don’t know 
what is.” 

A major step in comic books 
arrived when Neal Adams began 
working for D.C. in the late ‘60s. 

“He (Adams) did a whole 
wave of things,’. Thomson ex- 
plains. “He made them (comics 
and characters) realistic. Muscles 
rippled and women were no 
longer heavy chested...but very 
real.”

Adams’ most important con- 
tribution came in the D.C. title 
Green Lantern/Green Arrow 
(G.L./G.A.) issues 76 through 
£229) 

“The whole storyline in 
G.L./G.A. took on the entire 
population, street drugs, pollution 
and pot Maa

“It dealt not as a super villain 
doing it but as people doing it to 
themselves.” 

“The drug issue was not 


new artists.” 

The most popular comic 
today is D.C.’s The New Teen 
Titans, a revival of an old title. 

“Number 1 came out for 50 
cents and is now selling for $10,” 
he says explaining the lucrative 
collectors’ market. 

“D.C. Presents number 26, 
which had an insert of The New 
Teen Titans is selling in Van- 
couver for $20,” Thomson says. 

Thomson's interest of the 
business aspect began when he 
tried to complete his collection of 
D.C. comics after having a com- 
plete collection of Marvel comics. 

“In a dollar value, I had to see 
if | wanted to do it (complete the 
D.C. collection) or stop. I stopped 
and started selling.” 

“That's when I saw the 
money potential in this business.” 

“It's a profitable business for 
sure. You just have to be careful 
your collecting instincts don’t get 
in the way of your business in- - 
stincts.” 

One of Thomson’s mistakes 
came with the release The Uncan- 
ny X-Men number 94. This series 
had been reprints of earlier issues 
for some time until number 94,

The first underground comic I ever 
saw appeared in, of all places, Hurtig’s 
Books (now Audrey's) circa 1971. Just how 
that lone issue of Mother’s Oats Comix got 
onto the shelves of a respectable store like 
Hurtig’s is something of a mystery; it was 
the single solitary comic in the store and 
there have been no others since. Perhaps 
some drug fiend slipped it in among the 
books, hoping an _ ateriosclerotic 
businessman would stumble on it and have 
a coronary. 
Mother's Oats captivated me im- 
_ mediately. On its back cover was a character 
reading something called Far Out Funnies, 
whose contents had somehow caused the 
gentleman’s brain to erupt from his skull in 
a cloud of smoke and fire, while his tongue 
lolled out of his mouth four or five feet, and 
his body extremities exploded all over the 
landscape like psychedelic Roman candles. 
The notice accompanying the picture 
stated, “If this is what happened to your old 
man’s head when he finally read one of the 
comics he caught you with as a kid, buy this 
and, since you're big enough to throw him 
down the stairs, take it home and show him 
what kind of comics you're reading now!” 
The contents lived up to the implied 
promise: the-mind popping adventures of 
Dealer McDope, an explicit depiction of 
two faucets copulating, a vignette of 
Richard Nixon deciding that the Presiden- 
“cy was “just a bunch of fucking hassles’ 
(three years later the world discovered that 
this was really how Nixon talked), and 
some downright twisted advertisements 
(e.g. “Become a human waterpipe - be the 

life of the party.”) 
A hiatus of about three years followed 
this purchase till I discovered a better

He is a man who attacks with pictures 
and one liners. His arena is four inches by 
three inches and allows for one or two lines 
of print, yet he uses that space to convey a 
message more powerful .than even the 
characters he satirizes. 

Terry Mosher, better known as Aislin, 
proves that the quill is mightier than the 
pen, which leaves the sword far behind in 
the modern pecking order. 

His cartoons, if they can be defined as 
such, educate the reader while tickling the 
funny bone. He uses images rather than 
words to point out the wrong doings of 
people and institutions in the news. 

Aislin is published three times a week 
in the Montreal Gazette and does freelance 
work for other interests. 

Mosher's office speaks loudly of the 
man. It is messy, but organized and very 
interesting: The walls are cluttered with 
awards, posters and buttons. Buttons from 
everywhere and for anything. Old political 
campaigns, old movies, old stars, new 
businesses, and one that simply states the 
“Mary Brown has the best legs in town,” a 
vestige of a modelling agency’s creative 
push. 

His collection of baseball hats and vast

libraty remind visitors they are dealing 
with a crazed intellectual who can comfor- 
tably discuss the-roots of Country and 
Western, European art, or Civic Politics. 
Mosher’s hair and beard are speckled 
with grey and he reminisces about the 
Yippies and underground newspapers. He 
is nota radical in the bomb-throwing sense, 


yet his art does tend to shake ‘up the 
establishment from time to time. 
He is not easy to place, his age 


somewhat between the frolicking twenties 
and the crisis-ridden. forties. His energy is 
enormous and when he laughs it is in a 
deep resonant voice that surprises and 
envelopes the listener. He throws his head 
back, his eyes light up and on goes the 
volume. If he isn’t talking to you, he is on 
the phone to someone across Canada, 


_swigging Scope from a bottle and spitting it 


into a nearby pail (“Ever since I quit heroin 
I've taken to Scope,” he quips) or smoking a 
cigarette without ever flicking the ash. 

His success and recognition come 
after years of hard work and many hungry 
weeks when cartoons, caricatures or other 
works did not sell. 

That has all changed. Mosher proudly 
talks about the new second hand Mercedes 
sports coupe he has just purchased. He 
then shrugs and grins “Every second 
printing deserves a Mercedes, even if it is

second hand.” Then he throws back his 
whole body and the laughter booms out, 
rattling the windows. 

“I think I’m in the big leagues (he 
mimics strictly tongue in cheek), I've 
always enjoyed putting out books, and if 
they made some money, so much the better. 
Now, they're finally starting to be popular, 
and making lots of money. Somewhere 
down the line I'd like to do only books, 
something that will really knock the world 
on its ass.” 

Don’t you get tired of doing the 
same cartoons? 

Not really, you can only-do Levesque 
and Drapeau so many times, but they are 
interesting. 1 guess my favorite character 
has been Levesque, but Ryan is coming in 
fast. It has to do with the person being * in 
the spotlight.” 

I sense that with the coming of Ryan, 


there is a new severity emerging in Quebec. 
Levesque had a bee in his bonnet about 
separatism, but he is really a social 
democrat. 

What you look for are mistakes. 
Levesque made many, but Ryan is new, and 
I think he will make a pile of them. 

What about the beginning of Aislin? 

The name is my daughter's. I

graduated from Grand Ecole de Beaux Art 
in Quebec City. I used to earn cash by 
drawing caricatures of tourists. 
~ Then I hitched down to New York and 

knocked on the door of Paul Krassner and 
he liked my work. Krassner managed to get 
me a double page spread in a rock 
magazine, now defunct, named Cheetah. 
There was also some work for a coffee 
house in Boston, some other work publish- 
ed in Saturday Night, the Toronto 
magazine, but here I am in Montreal. I am 
the typical Canadian, born in Ottawa on 
Rememberance day. 

How did you start with the 
newspapers in the city? 

When I arrived in Montreal, I went to 


see Frank Walker at the Star. The other 


cartoonist, McNally, broke his ankle and 
they called a few weeks later for a cartoon, 
that was my first piece published in the city. 

There are rumors circulating that I 
was working in university papers and 
underground press (Logos), but that came 
only after the Star. I was willing to work for 
anyone, both for experience and the 
exposure. 

The money was pretty tight; about 
fifty to a hundred dollars a week was good. 
Then I started doing more freelance stuff 
for the Star and artwork on their ads. 

Walker called me in and said that “we 
might as well hire you full time for all the
